Raw Roap erom Boston to Briper- 
waTeER.—This road, as contemplated, is to pass 
through the towns of Dorchester, Quincy, 
Braintree, Weymouth, Randolph, Abington, 
North Bridgewater, East Bridgewater, West 
Bridgewater to Bridgewater, a distance of twen- 
ty-five miles. The route through the above 
towns is a very level one, and a number of 
gentlemen residing in those towns, having made 
some inquiries, and taking into view the large | 
amount of manufactures and the extent of popu- | 
lation along the route, have come to the con- | 
clusion that the undertaking cannot but be a 
profitable investinent. 

The amount of manufactures in the above 
towns, exclusive of Dorchester and Quincy, an- 
nually exceeds five millions of dollars, being 
mostly boots, shoes, and iron, which is 
now conveyed to Boston by land carriage. The 
amount of travel on this route can be estimated 
from the fact that it requires daily nine stages to 
convey passengers from these towns, (excepting 
Dorchester and Quincy) to Boston. The travel 
by private conveyance is probably double that 
by the public stages, 

Bridgewater is one of the oldest manufacturing 
towns inthe State. The first cannon ever cast 
in the United States were cast at Bridgewater, 
during the revolutionary war, and the town is 
still noted for its extensive iron manufactures. 
One company alone manufactures more than 
two thousand tons of iron annually. There is 
probably no section of the State where there is 
not a Rail Road, where one is more needed, or 
where one would meet with a more liberal sup- 
port.— Cor. of Dai. dvertiser.

A PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


BY REV. R. W. BAILEY. 


The family is not an arbitrary ar 
rangement, it is the constitution of na 
ture. This is manifest in the origina 
creation and conformation of the sexes—i 
their continued numerical equality—in th 
maternal affection of love, and a sensibk 
jealousy of us object—in the desire o/ 
offspring, and a pride of heraldry, o 
fannly name, characteristically ditferen 
in man from the instinets of all other an 
imals. These indications and dictates « 
nature, have led to the pairing of th. 
race, and to accurate genealogical dis 
tinctions, traced to some extent even i 
savage life, more accurately in’ the pas 
toral state, sull more in the agricultura 
grade of sectal improvement—while th 
gospel, which explains and enforces na 
ture’s law, explicitly requires that on 
man shall be husband of one wife, train 
ing together their children in the “ nur 
ture and admonition of the Lord.”

in advance. Through years of helpless- 
ness tt pleads for their sympathies, and 
demands their unremitted care.

mother has nursed its infancy; the father 

has protected the sleep of the cradle.

A decent person would be ashamed to 
send home such pitiable looking objects, 
as these torn, bruised, and disfigured re- 
mats of the poultry yard; their very ap- 
pearance would be remembered, even 
when imbedded in the savory chicken pie. 

Much of the poultry exposed for sale 
on the outside of the market, has been 
through the process of scalding to facili- 
tate the picking ;—this practice should 
never be resorted to. It turns the rich 
yellow of the fat into a tallowy hue, and 
oftentimes starts the skin, so that it peals 
off, unless very carefully handled. No 
aperture should be made in the breast ; 
all the offal should be taken out behind, 
and the opening should be made as small 
as possible; the inside may be wiped out 
with a dry cloth, bat no water should be 
used to cleanse thems; with a moist sponge 
take off'any stains of blood that may be 
found upon the carcass. In picking, 
great cure should be taken not to tear 
the skin; the wings should not be cut off, 
but picked to the end; the skin of the 
neck should be neatly tied over, if the 
head is cut off. We like to see the head 
of chickens left on—it makes a better fin- 
ish. The heads of ducks, Bremen and 
wild should not be cut off. Wild 
fowl generally are exposed for sale with 
their feathers on. 

After the poultry is dressed and cool, 
it should be carefully packed in boxes, 
so that it may reach the market without 
injury, and above all, ke ep it from fre 
ing, if possible.
